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Do you plan to go to college? 

If you would like to go to college, you should become 
thorougldy familiar witli the program of financial assis- 
tance for college study provided by the State of New 
York. No student should be discouraged for financial 
reasons from .seeking the opportunities and advantages 
of a college education. Despite the high co.sts of colleges, 
there is now a wide range of financial assistance avail- 
able from a variety of sources. The State of New 
York, in particular, is unique among all the States in 
the United States in its extensive program of aid to 
college students. 

Why does the State of New York provide this help? 

To put it simply, the State is making an investment in 
youth. It is of vital concern to the people of the State 
that its young people develop their talents and abilities 
to the fullest extent. Financial aid is offered to encour- 
age you to work hard and to attain the very highest 
level of accomplishment of which you are capable, so 
that you as a member of society will be able to make 
your maximum contribution to the common welfare and 
progress. In return for their investment in you, the 
people of the State will hope to be paid rich dividends 
in cultural development, in economic productivity, and 
in civic leadership. 

The Financial Assistance “ Package ” 

If you will have a problem in meeting the costs of 
attending college. New York State offers a broad pro- 
gram of scholarships, grants, and loans : 

Regents Scholarships. High school graduates who 
demonstrate superior academic ability may receive 
scholarships of up to $1,000 a year for attendance at a 
college or ho.spital nursing school in New York State. 

Scholar Incentive Grants. All New York State 
residents in full-time study in a college or hospital or 
in a 2-year program in a registered private business 
school in New York State may receive direct grants of 
up to $600 a year to assist in meeting undergraduate 
tuition costs. 

Regents Child-of-Veteran Grants. Children of 
veterans who died or who suffered a disability of 50 
percent or more as a result of military service during 
specified periods of war will receive grants of up to $450 
a year. 

State University Scholarships. State University 
students with limited financial resources may receive 



additional awards from State University, up to the dif- 
ference between the tuition charge and the scholar in- 
centive award, so that there will be no out-of-pocket 
tuition cost. 

Loans. Under the loan program administered by 
the New York Stale Higher Education Assistance Cor- 
])oration, residents may receive loans of up to $1,500 
a year for meeting costs of any post-sccondarv educa- 
tion, in or out of the Stale, full-time or part-time. 'I'he 
corporation guarantees bank loans for this jnirposc and 
pays all of the interest while the student is in college. 

This booklet provides the information you will need 
concerning the requirements and application procedures 
for Regents scholarships, scholar incentive grants, and 
child-of-veteran grants. Read the booklet carefully. 
Take it home and discuss it with your parents. Keep il 
as a source of reference for answering questions that you 
or your parents may have as you make your college plans. 

For information concerning loans and State Univer- 
sity scholarships, you are advised to consult with your 
high school guidance counselor and with the financial 
assistance officer at the college to which you plan to 
apply for admission. 

If the assistance provided by New York State is not 
sufficient to meet your special needs, the financial assis- 
tance officer at the college that you attend will probably 
be able to add to this financial assistance “ package.” 
For example, you may be eligible for a federal educa- 
tional opportunity grant of up to $1,000 a year, or for 
a work-study job, or for a scholarship from college en- 
dowment funds. 

Types of Regents Scholarships 

Three different types of Regents scholarships are 
available to high school gradur.tes. All Regents scholar- 
ships are awarded on the basis of score on the Regents 
Scholarship and College Qualification Test. 

To be eligible to compete for any of these scholarships, 
you must be a citizen of the United States or have made 
application to become a citizen, or you must file a decla- 
ration of intent to make such application. You must 
also have been a legal resident of New York State 
for 1 year prior to the effective date of the scholarship 
award, and to continue to be entitled to the scholarship 
you must maintain residence in New York State. To 
qualify as a legal resident of New York State, you 
either must be a citizen of the United States or must 
have been admitted to the United States on a perma- 
nent immigration visa. In addition, you must be in 
attendance at an approved secondary school (not nec- 






cssarily in New ^^)rk St.'itc) at the lime of the exami- 
nation, and you must be f^radiialed by the end of the 
school year, (jradnalion mii.sl be within 6 years of en- 
rollment in high school, d'ho.se who have previously 
written the Regents .Scholarship and College Qualifi- 
cation Test are ikjI eligible to compete again. Regents 
scholarships may not he used for professional study in 
theology. 

If you have any (|iie.siions about whether you meet 
the.se recjuirements, consult your principal or your 
counselor. In special cases, for reasons satisfactory to 
the Commissioner of Education, it may he po.ssihle to 
waive certain requirements. Accelerated pupils, for

How to apply for a Regents scholarship 


because of serious illness or other special circumstances 
are unable to complete their high school course or to 
write the examination at the regular time may also be 
given special consideration. 

Regents College Scholarship. This is a general 
college scholarship designed for high school graduates. 
There are now 18,843 of these scholarships awarded 
annually. The scholarshi])s are awarded on a county 
basis, each county generally receiving a total number 
of scholarships proportional to the number of high school 
graduates in the county. In effect, therefore, there is 
a separate scholarship competition for students residing 
in each county of the State. Each scholarship carries 
an award of $250 to $1,000 a year, depending on finan- 
cial need, for each year of study in a college or in a 
hospital nursing school in New York State and is valid 
for a maximum of 4 years, or 5 years if you enroll in 
a program that normally requires 5 years for completion. 

Regents Scholarship for Basic Professional Edu- 
cation in Nursing. This scholarship is intended for 
men and women who plan to train to become regis- 
tered professional nurses. There are 600 scholarships 


I, You may spply for more than one scholarship. 
Depending upon your college ])lans, you may wish to 
be considered for several scholarships simultaneously. 
You may apply for as many scholarships as you may he 
eligible for. Some students may wish to apply for all 
three scholarships. 

If you become entitled to a Regents College Schol- 
arshi]) and to a Regents Scholarship for Basic Profes- 
sional Education in Nursing, you will automatically be 
assigned the Regents College Scholarship, which carries 
the more liberal benefits. No person may hold both of 
these scholarships, nor may a person hold one of these 
scholarships while also receiving educational assistance 
under a federal law (other than United States War 
Orphans Educational Assistance, GI benefits, or an 
educational opportunity grant). 

However, you may hold the Regents Scholarship in 
Cornell University in combination with another Regents 
scholarship or federal award. Further, there is no re- 
striction of any kind on concurrent use of Regents 
scholarships together with loans of any kind, work-study 
jobs, social security benefits, or college or private schol- 
arships. 


awarded annually on a county basis. As in the case 
of the Regents College Scholarship, there is a separate 
competition for students residing in each county. Each 
scholarship carries an award of $200 to $500 a year, 
depending on financial need, for each year of full-time 
study in a registered professional nursing course in a 
college or in a hospital school in New York State. Each 
scholarship is valid for 3, 4, or 5 years of study, depend- 
ing on the normal length of the program in which you 
enroll. 

Regents Scholarship in Cornell University. This 
is a scholarship for students who plan to attend Cornell 
University, A minimum of 57 such scholarships is 
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2. File your Regents scholarship application with 
your high school principal. Copies of the application 
form may be obtained from your high school principal 
in September. The scholarship application must be 
filed with your high school ])rincipal prior to the date 
of the examination. You need fill out only one applica- 
tion form for all three Regents scholarships. However, 
you must indicate clearly on the application each scholar- 
ship for which you wish to be considered. Should you, 
after your application has been filed, wish to make any 
change in the scholarships for which you wish to be 
considered, such change may be made upon request to 
the Regents Examination and Scholarship Center. 
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ll is cs])eciallv important to note that yon must l)c 
a bona fide resident of the county or the senatorial dis- 
trict in whicli you arc competing. If you have more 
than one residence, you will compete in tl^e comity or 
.senatorial di.strict in which you reside while attending 
.school. If you wish to compete in a county or senatorial 
districl which is not the residence of your parents, or if 
your residence is in a county or senatorial di.strict other 
than that within which you attend .school, you .should 
consult with your high school jirincijial concerning tlie 
documentary proof of residence you may he required 
to file with your application. 

3. Apply directly to your college for admission. 
Your application for a Regents scholarship doe.s not 
constitute an application for admission to any college. 
Therefore, in addition to making application for the 
scholarships for which you are eligible, you should sub- 
mit directly to the college of your choice the separate 
application for admission required by the college. 

Nor will the fact that you win a Regents scholarship 
guarantee your admission to any particular college in 
New York State. Admission to a college will he deter- 
mined by the faculty of that college and will depend 
upon the standards established for the program for 
which you apply, and the number of available places 
in that program. 

Information concerning the form of the apj)lication 
and the date by which it must be submitted may be 
obtained from your school counselor or grade adviser 
or from the college admissions office. Students who 
apply for the Regents Scholarship in Cornell Univer- 
sity should, of course, file with Cornell University the 
usual application form required of all persons who apply 
for admission to Cornell. 

4. Take the Regents Scholarship and College 
Qualification Test. All candidates for Regents scholar- 
ships are required to take the Regents Scholarship and 
College Qualification Test. Separate lists of candidates 
for each scholarship and each geographic area of com- 
petition will be drawn up in rank order of score in 
the examination. The available scholarships will be 
awarded to the highest ranking candidates in each 
competition. 

The examination is given annually, in October. Your 
Regents scholarship application will give you the exact 
date. If you attend a registered high school in New 
York State, you will take the examination during your 
senior year at your own high school. If you attend a 
nonregistered high school in New York State, or a high 
school in another state, your principal may make ar- 
rangements for you to take the examination at a reg- 



istered high school in New York Stale. If yon were 
not able to lake the examination at the rcg.ilarly .sched- 
uled date during your .senior year because of illnes.s, 
acceleration, or temporary residence outside the State, 
you may apply for permission to take the examination, 
following high school graduation, at a convenient high 
school in New York State on the regularly scheduled 
date the following year. If you are .succes.sful in the 
com])etition, you will receive scholarship benefits retro- 
active to the date on which you first began college study. 

5. You will be notified if you win a scholarship. 
A report of the scores on the Regents Scholarshi]) and 
College Qualification Test, and your tentative scholar- 
ship status, will be made to your school in December 
or early January. You will therefore have the oppor- 
tunity to give full consideration to your Regents schol- 
arship status before making final choice of college. The 
college, in turn, will have a better basis to estimate the 
financial resources of ea h student and to determine the 
amount of supplementary financial aid that may be 
necessary to helj) the student meet his total need. 

The scholarship certificates will be mailed in Feb- 
ruary, after the eligibility of the tentative winners has 
been verified. However, for final approval of the Re- 
gents scholarship award, you must graduate by June 
and must enter in September an approved program of 
study in an approved college or school in New York 
State. In addition, you must achieve a score at least 
100 points in the Regents Scholarship and College 
Qualification Test (out of a maximum possible 
300 points). Should you fail to graduate as originally 
planned or be unable to enter promptly upon college 
study for exceptional reasons acceptable to the Com- 
missioner of Education, every possible consideration 
will be given to protecting your scholarship privileges. 

It is important to keep in mind that in order to 
maintain eligibility to receive a scholarship award you 
must enroll in an approved program in a college or 
school in New York State. If at the time your name 
is reached for a scholarship award you have al- 
ready matriculated at an institution outside New 
York State, or you have enrolled in a program for 
which the scholarship is not approved, the scholar- 
ship must be offered instead to the next ranking 
alternate. 



How financial need will be determined for 
Regents scholarship awards 

The winners of Regents scholarship awards are se- 
lected solely on the basis of test scores, without regard 
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to family income. All scholarship winners receive a 
minimum monetary award, either $250 a year for the 
Kegents college scholarship or $200 a year for the 
Regents nursing scholarship, again without regard to 
family income. To win a Regents scholarship and to 
receive this minimum monetary award, you do not have 
to submit a statement of family income. 

The law provides, however, that students with lim- 
ited financial resources may receive larger awards — 
up to a maximum of $1,000 a year for the Regents col- 
lege scholarship and up to a maximum of $500 a year 
for the Regents nursing scholarship. To qualify for 
such larger award on the basis of financial need, you 
will be required to file a statement setting forth the 
net taxable balance of your income and the income of 
your parents or guardians, as reported in New York 
State income tax returns for the preceding calendar 
year. 

If this net taxable balance does not exceed $1,800, 
you will be entitled to the maximum scholarship award 
for the year. If it does exceed $1,800, the scholarship 
award will be reduced from the maximum by $1 for 
every additional $10 in net taxable balance. (When 
more than one person in a family will be regularly at- 
tending full time in an approved school, the final income 
of parents used to determine the scholarship award may 
be divided by the number of such children.) In no case 
will the scholarship award be less than the minimum 
award indicated for that scholarship. The financial 
status of scholarship holders will be reviewed each year 
during the life of the scholarship and adjustments in 
award will be made each year in accordance with 
changes in financial status. 

Note particularly that the scholarship award may 
not exceed the cost of tuition, or $350, whichever is 
greater. Thus, if your family net taxable balance is 
less than $1,800, your maximum entitlement under the 
Regents scholarship program would be $1,000 a year. 
You would receive this amount if you attend a college 
charging at least $1,000 a year in tuition. However, if 
you attend a college with a tuition charge of $550 a year, 
for example, you would receive a scholarship award of 
$550 a year, and if you attend a tuition-free college, 
you would receive a scholarship award of $350 a year. 

In the case of the Regents Scholarship in Cornell 
University, the amount of tuition reduction will be 
determined by Cornell University, on the basis of the 
financial .status of the scholarship holder as related to 
the cost of education at the college or subdivision of 
Cornell University attended by the scholarship holder. 



Regents Child-of-Veteran Grant 

Eligibility. You are eligible to receive a child-of- 
veteran grant if you are the child of a veteran who died 
as a result of militar}^ service during one of the periods 
specified below, or wlio lias a current disability of 
50 percent or more resulting from such service, or who 
had such disability at time of death. You must now 
be a legal resident of New York State. If your parent 
died as a result of military service, he must have been 
a legal resident of New York State either at time of 
entry into militaiy service or at time of death. Other- 
wise, he must have been a legal resident at time of entry 
into military service, 

Periods oj Military Service: 

a. April 16, 1917-November 11, 1918 

b. December 7, 1941 -December 31, 1946 

c. June 25, 1950-July 27, 1953 

d. Since October 1, 1961 

Benefits. If you qualify for a Regents child-of-vet- 
eran grant, you may receive $450 a year for each of 
4 years of full-time study in a college or in a hospital 
nursing school in New York State, or 5 years if the 
normal program of study is 5 years. This is a fixed 
annual award, independent of family income or tuition 
charge, and is in addition to any other Regents scholar- 
ship or federal award to which you may be entitled. 

Application. To be considered for a Regents child-of- 
veteran grant, you must file a special application with 
the Regents Examination and Scholarship Center. This 
application can be obtained from your high school prin- 
cipal or counselor. It will be to your advantage to file 
this application as early as possible during your final 
year of high school study, so that you may make your 
college plans with full knowledge of the assistance you 
may expect to receive. Your high school principal or 
guidance counselor will advise you concerning the doc- 
umentary evidence that you will be required to submit 
in order to establish your eligibility as the child of a 
deceased or disabled veteran. 

Scholar Incentive Grants 

Eligibility. To be eligible to receive a scholar in- 
centive grant, you must be a full-time student enrolled 
in a program of study in New York State leading to 
an approved degree, diploma, or certificate in a college, 
or in a hospital nursing school, or in a 2-year program 
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in a registered ])i‘ivate business school. Al.so, you niiKst 
have been a resident of New York State for at least 
1 year. 

Amount of grant. The amount of the vscholar 
incentive grant for each year will he based upon the net 
taxable balance of income, determined in the same man- 
ner as for a l^egcnts scholarship. The maxinuiin schol- 
ar incentive grant will he $600 a year for students with 
a family net taxable balance below $2,000 a year. 
Further information concerning the scale of awards will 
he provided in the student payment application that will 
he sent to you in June, as explained below. 

Note particularly that the scholar incentive grant 
c*annot exceed the amount by which the tuition for the 
year exceeds $200. Thus, if you attend a school which 
has a tuition charge of $550 a year, Mien your scholar 
incentive grant cannot exceed $350 a year, regardless 
of your income. If the tuition charge is less than $200 
a year, you are not eligible for any scholar incentive 
assistance. 

If you hold a Regents scholarship or if you receive 
a Regents child-of-veteran grant, and the combination 
of these grants does not already equal your tuition 
charge, you may receive an additional scholar incentive 
grant toward making up the balance of your tuition 
charge. 

Similarly, if you receive benefits under a federal or 
other program that duplicates the purposes of the schol- 
ar incentive program, and these benefits do not already 
equal your tuition charge, you may receive additional 
scholar incentive assistance to make up the balance of 
your tuition charge. (But loans, work-study jobs, fed- 
eral educational opportunity grants, GI benefits, U.S. 
War Orphan Assistance, or private awards do not affect 
scholar incentive grants in any way.) 

Application. All students who write the Regents 
Scholarship and College Qualification Test will subse- 
quently receive by mail, during the following June, a stu- 
dent payment application that will serve for both schol- 
arship and scholar incentive assistance. If you wish 
to receive scholar incentive assistance for the fall college 
term following graduation, you must file this form with 
the Regents Examination and Scliolarship Center, pref- 
erably before July 1, and in any case not later than the 
end of the college year for which you request payment. 
If you do not receive such application by mail by July 1, 
because of change of address or other reason, you should 
request an application directly from the Regents Exam- 
ination and Scholarship Center. 



If you graduate in January and begin college study 
before June, you should immediately upon graduation 
re(|uest and file an application for scholar incentive 
assistance, regardless of your status in the Regents 
scholarship competition. Similarly, if for some reavSon 
you have already begun college study in the fall prior 
to writing the Regents Scholarship and College Quali- 
fication Test, you should file a student payment a])plica- 
tion for scholar incentive assistance immediately upon 
beginning such college study. Scholar incentive as.sist- 
ance is paid only for current college study ; it is not paid 
retroactively for study already completed. 

It is your responsibility to submit a new application 
each school year in the manner and by the dates estab- 
lished by the Commissioner of Education. Failure to 
do this will mean loss of eligibility to receive scholar 
incentive assistance. 



The Regents Scholarship and College 
Qualification Test 

Who should apply for the examination. All high 
school seniors with college aspirations should apply 
for and take the Regents Scholarship and College Qual- 
ification Test. The examination will not only he the 
sole basis for awarding 19,500 Regents scholarships, 
but will also serve as the State University admissions 
test. Students who plan to attend one of the units of 
the State University should, therefore, definitely plan 
to take the Regents Scholarship and College Qualifica- 
tion Test. 

What the examination will include. The exami- 
nation will be given in two parts, morning and after- 
noon. Candidates for all scholarships must take both 
parts. 

Part 1 is a test of general scholastic aptitude. It 
contains questions that are intended to measure your 
ability to think clearly and accurately. You will he 
required to demonstrate capacity to perceive relation- 
ships, to reason logically, and to solve problems. These 
questions will not be directly related to the subject 
matter of courses you have studied but will depend 
rather upon your general capacity to undertake college- 
level work successfully. 

Part 2 is a test of subject matter achievement and 
is directly related to the courses you have studied in 
high school. To give you a general picture of the scope 
of the test, the subjects are indicated below, together 
with the approximate number of credits assigned to 
each :

Although Part 2 of the examination will be based 
upon subjects studied in school, that does not mean 
that you may expect every question in Part 2 to cover 
something you have actually studied in class. The 
scholarship examination is designed to discriminate 
sharply among the very best students in our schools. 
There will, therefore, be questions intended to test your 
ability to think critically and to apply what you have 
learned. 

The student with broad interests continually applies 
what he has learned and develops a keen understanding 
of the world about him — whether new developments 
in government and international relations, progress in 
science, or current trends in literature and the arts. 
The examination will attempt to measure the extent 
to which you have matured in this manner. 

Some words of advice 

1. The, best method of preparing for the examination 
is to do your work in school conscientiously day by 
day. Intensive last-minute cramming for the scholar- 
ship examination will do }ou little good and is not 
recommended. Pay attention in class. Keep up with 
your assignments. You cannot hope to win a scholar- 
ship by being only a casual and indifferent student in 
school and then cramming hard the week before the 
examination. It will not be that kind of test. In addi- 
tion, as a keen and alert citizen, keep abreast of signifi- 
cant developments — cultural, economic, and political. 

2. At the examination, read the directions for each 
part carefully. If you skip over instructions or read 
them carelessly, you may overlook the main idea of an 
entire section of questions and thereby lose credit for 
all of it. Similarly, read each question carefully. Be 
sure you have clearly in mind exactly what is called for 
before you attempt to answer the question. 

3. During the examination, budget your time so that 
you will be able to complete the examination in the time 
allowed. Although the test will stress accuracy more 
than speed, it will be important for you to work stead- 
ily. Answer the questions in order, but do not waste 



time o'^er one or two questions which seem to be espe- 
cially difficult for you. If you cannot decide on the 
answer you wish to malce to a particular question 
within a reasonable time, skip that question for the 
time being and come back t(i it again when you have 
completed the exami2iatior.. 

4. Your score in the examination will be the number 
of questions you answer correctly. Therefore, answer 
every question to the best of your judgment. In an- 
swering questions about which you are not entirely 
sure, thoughtful consideration will often help you make 
a sound choice. If you complete the examination before 
time is called, it would be wise for you to go back and 
reconsider any questions about which you were not 
certain at first. 

5. Do lut become worried or discouraged if the 
examination seems difficult to you. The questions in 
the various fields will purposely be made difficult and 
sea**ching so that the examination will discriminate 
effectively even among superior students. No one is 
expected to get a perfect or near-pei*fect score. There 
will be no established “passing” or “failing” grade. 
Scholarships in each competition will be awarded to 
those with the highest scores. Remember that if the 
examination seems difficult to you, it may be even more 
difficult for your neighbor. 

6. A separate, electronically scorable answer sheet 
i.*" used in the scholarship examination so that thv“ many 
thousands of papers written each year can be scored 
quickly and accurately. Familiarize yourself before- 
hand with this type of answer sheet and with the pro- 
cedure for marking it. Refer to the sample answer 
sheet at the back of this booklet. 

7. A number of sample questions illustrative of the 
types of questions that are included in the scholarship 
examination are presented on the fohjwing piges to 
help you. Be sure to answer these sample questions 
for practice. Then check your answers with those 
given in the key on page 16. If you choose the wrong 
answer, go back to the question and analyze it until 
you know why a different answer is correct.
